Romulus police were swamped 
with calls from residents who had 
winter-related emergencies and who 
were having a difficult time getting 
through to Detroit Edison. There were 
several downed power lines in the 
area by Friday that had not yet been 
serviced. 

Fortunately, according to the Ro¬ 
mulus police, there were no danger¬ 
ous accidents on surface streets due to 
the storm.

On September 11th, a tragedy of. 
proportions never seen before oc¬ 
curred on American soil Countless 
numbers of lives were lost, while 
countless numbers of heroes stepped 
to the forefront to help. It wasn't a sto¬ 
ry only about New York heroes and 
courage, but about people who came 
together across the country to help 
wherever they could 

In Michigan, we have people who 
made a difference, who stood up and 
were counted, people who took initia¬ 
tive to lead, to help, to volunteer and to 
donate; two of those men who made a 
difference were Kayos Zaire and Amer 
Kuza. Owners of the Quality Inn and 
Comfort Inn in Romulus, they saw a 
need and responded following the dis¬ 
aster 

Fbr three days beginning Septem¬ 
ber 11th, they donated rooms to 
stranded travelers. A donation that 
cost the two men nearly $25,000 in lost 
revenue had they booked the rooms 
through normal procedures. 

When contacted, Mr. Zair stated; 
"Our country was hit with devastation. 
We couldnt do anything about that 
there. We were seeing people stranded 
from all over the world. We both felt if 
there was anything we could do to 
help, it would be to give our citizens a 
room to give them comfort." He fur¬ 
ther said; ’1 went down to the airport. 
There were babies sleeping on the 
floor that was heartbreaking This was 
the only thing we could do." 

Zair and Amer went into action, 
along with their staff; sending shuttles 
to the airport to pick up people and 
bring them back to their hotels. Prais¬ 
ing their staff for their tireless work 
during those days, every effort was 
made to provide shelter. 

It was a madhouse here for a few 
days. My staff worked overtime to try 
and help," said Zair. "Families that had 
nowhere to go, not knowing what to 
do, had to be helped." 

This wasnt the first act of generosi¬ 
ty by Zair and Amer. Owners of the 
Days Inn in Lansing, they gave shelter 
to people who had lost their homes 
due to an apartment complex fire. 
Contacting the Michigan Red Cross, 
they arranged to have those families 
taken to the Inn. 

Mr. Zair states that he doesrit do 
what he does for recognition, he does it 
because it is the right thing to do. "We 
wererit expecting acknowledgment. 
We didnt do it to receive an award. It 
was done from the heart, and I was 
shocked to see that they wanted to 
award us." 

Award them they did. Representa¬ 
tive Basham honored Zair and Amer 
recently at a Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce event. Citing their hard 
work, commitment, and generosity, a 
member of Basham’s staff presented 
Zair and Amer with a special tribute in 
honor of their donation and work fol¬ 
lowing the tragedy. 

Part of tribute reads; "This docu¬ 
ment is signed and dedicated to honor 
the great and generous deeds of Amer 
Kuza and Kays Zaii; the owners of the 
Comfort Inn and The Quality Inn in 
Romulus, Michigan, and the many 
others throughout our community 
who aided in the rescue and recoveiy. 
May the future bring great success 
and satisfaction 

In a final statement Mr. Zair told 
this paper, "This is my country, I am 
one of us. I wasnt bom here, but I 
wish I could have been. We could do 
nothing else but help."

Frog numbers increase in 2001 


Frogs and toads are hopping about 
in greater numbers than expected in 
the ponds, marshes and fields around 
the Rouge River. In fact, there may be 
a reversal in the decline of some 
species. 

That’s what volunteers in the 
Friends of the Rouge 4th Annual 
Frog and Toad Survey found during

Pamela W. Fowler, the Direc¬ 
tor of Financial Aid at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan urged stu¬ 
dents and parents to prepare 
early for financial aid application 
this year. Fowler addressed a 
crowd of 125 at a recent financial 
aid workshop held at Romulus 
High School. 

Fowler explained that the fed¬ 
eral government has $68 billion 
available in grants and loans for 
college students each year but 
that everything is based on a 
first come- first serve basis. 

She urged students and par¬ 
ents to get in touch with the col¬ 
lege financial aid director a their 
college of choice as soon as pos¬ 
sible and also to fill out the elec¬ 
tronic version of the FAFSA 
form. 

The FAFSA form is very im¬ 
portant, Fowler explained. It will 
indicate the amount of money 
the family is expected to supply 
for college as well as the amount 
of money available in grants and 
loans for each student. 

Research shows that students 
can handle up to $20,000 in loans 
for their education. This would 
then require a student to make 
loan payments of $275-$300 per 
month over a 10-year payback.

Plymouth-Canton students ace 
MEAP, S&P; Wayrae-Westian^ lags

The Winter Olympics of state spon- 
sered assessments have begun Who 
will win the gold, silver and bronze 
medals? Who win foil to achieve their 
goals and be ranked by Standard and 
Poor as less than average? It is MEAP 
testing time again in Michigan schools. 
Originally intended as a gauge to mea¬ 
sure a student’s individual progress, 
the MEAP is now used as a statewide 
scholarship competition, ranking sys¬ 
tem, and tool for accreditation. 
Lines have been sharply drawn be¬ 
tween educators, administrators, par¬ 
ents and students, not to mention the 
state of Michigan. Under pressure to 
make sure their schools rank in the top 
percentiles, teachers spend many of 
their classroom hours instructing stu¬ 
dents on how to pass the test. 

Prepping is not uncommon, and 
accusations of cheating have even 
been leveled against school districts. 
There are thousands of websites deal¬ 
ing with how teachers can prepare 
their students for the MEAP Text¬ 
books that can be ordered, videos and 
other methods of instruction can be 
utilized. The question remains how 
many valuable hours of teaching are 
lost to MEAP prepping? Education re¬ 
views of the MEAP and other stan¬ 


dards determine whether schools keep 
their accreditation A loss of accredita¬ 
tion usually means a school has not 
demonstrated continued improve¬ 
ment, and unaccredited schools could 
eventually be subject to state takeover 
such as in the City of Detroit. Adminis¬ 
trators, educators and districts are un¬ 
der constant pressure to prove to legis¬ 
lators and to parents that they are ef¬ 
fective. Does that pressure translate to 
pressure upon the student? Many par¬ 
ents feel it has. 

Organizations are springing up 
across the state to object to MEAP 
standards, insisting that scoring is un¬ 
fair in that it doesn't consider factors 
such as socioeconomic status, tran¬ 
sient numbers, per pupil spending, 
parental stats such as degrees held, or 
how many parents reside in the home. 
Given those factors, many educators 
feel that scores cannot accurately re¬ 
flect the true learning process among 
Michigan students. 

One such organization called ROGUE, 
has organized a seminar to be held at 
Whyne State University to inform par¬ 
ents and educators about the MEAP 
and the standards to which students 
are being held. ROGUE has also 
arranged for State legislators to take 
the MEAP test as students are taking 
it, and will work with them after the 
testing process to apply the results and 
their meaning 


Results for the 2000-2001 MEAP 
were recently released, along with re¬ 
ports from Standard and Poor analyz¬ 
ing each district’s results. Fbr the pur¬ 
pose of this article, six districts were 
chosen as examples of MEAP scoring 
and reporting. They are Wayne-West- 
land, Plymouth-Canton, Livonia, 
Inkster, Romulus, and Van Buren 
schools. Results varied according to 
demographics, with only two districts 
achieving an above average rating from 
Standard and Poor Samples of the 4th 
grade testing for the year 2001 were as 
follows: 

Wayne-Westland: 

Mathematics: 59.7 satisfactory, 243 
moderate, 16.0 low 

Reading. 50.4 satisfactory, 27.0 mod¬ 
erate, 22.6 low 

Plymouth-Canton; 

Mathematics: 79.3 satisfactory, 13.7 
moderate, 6.9 low 

Reading 672 satisfactory, 21.4 mod¬ 
erate, 11.4 low 

Mm Buren: 

Mathematics: 63.6 satisfactory, 23.4 
moderate, 13.1 low 

Reading 57.5 satisfactory, 30.1 mod¬ 
erate, 12.4 low 

Inkster 

Mathematics: 22.0 satisfactory, 247 
moderate, 53.3 low 

Reading 10.1 satisfactory, 30.9 mod¬ 
erate, 59.1 low 

Livonia: 


Mathematics: 85.3 satisfactory, 10.3 
moderate, 44 low 

Reading. 703 satisfactory, 19.6 mod¬ 
erate, 10.1 low 

Romulus: 

Mathematics: 723 satisfactory, 16.4 
moderate, 11.1 low 

Reading 423 satisfactory, 28.9 mod¬

A recent addition to the MEAP 
stakes have been the analytical reports 
by Standard and Poor After a four year 
study of each district, Standard and 
Poor sent out their findings to district 
administrators. As to the six schools 
profiled in this article, Standard and 
Poor reported the following. 

Whyne-W'estlancL 

Relative to other K-12 school dis¬ 
tricts in Michigan, Wayne-Westland 
Community School District produces 
moderately below-average student re¬ 
sults with spending that is comparable 
to statewide levels. In addition to being 
moderately below the state average, 
the district’s overall student results are 
considerably lower than the average of 
demographically similar peer districts. 

Risks: The district’s below-average 
student results, as measured by the 
district’s MEAP composite passing 
rate, may not only increase the com¬ 
munity’s proportion of undereducated 
students, but may also place the 
prospective labor pool created by the 
district at a competitive disadvantage. 


Plymouth-Canton Community 
Schools: 

Relative to other K-12 school districts 
in Michigan, Plymouth-Canton Com¬ 
munity Schools achieves well above- 
average student results with spending 
that is comparable to statewide levels 
There were no risks reported concern¬ 
ing this school district. 

Van Buren Public Schools: 

Relative to other K-12 school dis¬ 
tricts in Michigan, Van Buren Public 
Schools produces moderately below- 
average student results with spending 
that is comparable to statewide levels 
There were no risk factors reported by 
S&P for this school district. 

Livonia: 

Relative to other K-12 school dis¬ 
tricts in Michigan, Livonia Public 
Schools achieves well above-average 
student results with comparatively 
high spending 

There were no risk factors for Livo¬ 
nia schools 

Inkster. 

Relative to other K-12 school dis¬ 
tricts in Michigan, Inkster Public 
Schools generates exceptionally be¬ 
low-average student results with 
spending that is among the highest in 
the state. 

Risks The district’s below-average 
MEAP results, coupled with unfavor¬ 
able graduation and dropout rates, 
may not only increase the communi¬ 


ty’s proportion of undereducated stu¬ 
dents, but may also place the prospec¬ 
tive labor pool created by the district at 
a competitive disadvantage. 

The district’s growing proportion of 
students with special circumstances 
may challenge its readiness to meet 
the needs of all students 

Romulus: 

Relative to other K-12 school dis¬ 
tricts in Mchigan, Romulus Commu- < 
nity Schools produces moderately be¬ 
low-average student results with com¬ 
paratively high spending. 
Risks The district’s below-average stu¬ 
dent results, as measured by the dis¬ 
trict’s MEAP composite passing rate, 
may not only increase the communi¬ 
ty’s proportion of undereducated stu¬ 
dents, but may also place the prospec¬ 
tive labor pool created by the district at 
a competitive disadvantage. 

Certainly at question in the never 
ending controversy over the MEAP is; 
how much are our children learning? 
Do the results outweigh the pressure? 
Should one district be rewarded who 
perhaps have better social and eco¬ 
nomic factors? Does that really have 
an affect on overall test scores? It 
would appear so, but until the state, 
administrators, and educators come 
together in this testing process the 
questions will remain. The biggest 
question should be, who is the loser 
overall; bureaucracy or the student?

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For the first time, students with 
special needs and disabilities will be 
participating in statewide, standard¬ 
ized testing. 

For many reasons, Special Ed 
students are often not able to com¬ 
plete the MEAJR the test used by 
other students in district schools 
throughout Michigan. Limited cog¬ 
nitive skills and abilities place MEAP 
testing out of special students range. 

Over the next six weeks, Van Bu¬ 
ren schools will be testing their spe¬ 
cial education students with the new 
Mi-Access Alternate Assessment 
Program. 

The new assessment is unique to 
Michigan standardized testing, in 
that it is designed to address the 
needs of students with disabilities. It 
was developed through a process 
built upon the Michigan Curriculum 
Framework, with research by the 
Council for Exceptional Children, 
and by Addressing the Unique 
Needs of Students With Disabilities 
Organizatioa 

The Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act requires that stu¬ 
dents with disabilities be included in 
statewide assessments. Michigan’s 
State Board of Education goals rein¬ 
force the federal mandate by requir¬ 
ing that the state develop an alter¬ 
nate assessment for students for 
whom the MEAP or the MEAP with 
accommodations is inappropriate. 

The testing will be done in two 
phases. In Phase 1, teachers observe 
students during the school day 
while they are being administered a 
standard set of assessment activi¬ 
ties. The assessments in this Phase 
are for students for whom the 
MEAP is not appropriate, students 
who have an Individualized Educa¬ 
tion Program, and students who 
function at a severe or moderate

“MI-Acess is really part of Michi¬ 
gan’s overall education reform effort, 
which focuses on accountability for 
all kids and all schools,” said 
Jacquelyn Thompson, director of 
the Office of Special Education and 
Early Intervention Services. “We 
need to know what we want kids, in¬ 
cluding those with disabilities, to 
learn and have mechanisms to de¬ 
termine whether they are learning it. 
In Michigan, Mi-Access is that 
mechanism. It is a tool for teachers, 
a progress report for schools and 
parents, and access to achievement 
for students with disabilities.” 

Van Buren Superintendent Larry 
Tabor reasons that students in the 
Van Buren school system will benefit 
from and count in Michigan’s ac¬ 
countability system. 

“Previously, there was no state as¬ 
sessment for students for whom the 
MEAP was inappropriate, even with 
accommodations. With Mi-Access, 
we now have an appropriate assess¬ 
ment tool,” he said. 

This is the first year for the new 
assessment program, and being so, 
some aspects will have to be adjust¬ 
ed and addressed. Sharon Dusney, 
the district MI-Access Coordinator 
for the Van Buren School District 
said, “This is a learning year with 
Mi-Access. We have every confi¬ 
dence, however, that Mi-Access will 
be a valuable tool for teachers, ad¬ 
ministrators, parents, and most im¬ 
portantly, students.”

Police removed Anita Gronas from 
the Westland City Council chambers 
Monday night as conflict between some 
former recall workers and the Wfestland 
City Council heated up. 

City Council President Chuck Pick¬ 
ering had Gronas removed after she 
called him a dictator because he had 
asked her to stop speaking 

From the lectern, Gronas had yelled 
at former Councilman Joe Eadeh, 
whom she heard commenting while she 
spoke. 

Tensions have been escalating be¬ 
tween some former recall workers and 
many council members since Tom 
Thee reversed himself and turned down 
a director’s job offer after watching the 
former recall workers in action at the 
Jan. 22 council meeting 

Mayor Sandra CicireDi had recruited 
Trice to be the city's Department of 
Public Services director; a job he cur¬ 
rently holds in Royal Oak. 

But the former recall workers object¬ 
ed to the hiring Some insisted that the 
council promote workers from within. 
Others demanded that the council con¬ 
sider primarily Wfestland residents. 

Not only did Trice hear the com¬ 
ments in the council chambers, he 
heard them out in the hallway, where, 
unrecognized, he overhead former recall 
workers’ comments. 

‘A small number of very vocal resi¬ 
dents, all having them right to speak, 
negatively impacted city’s right to hire a 
first-rate individual,’’ said Councilman 
Jim Godbout ‘It’s unfortunate because 
he was qualified. It’s tough finding 
somebody with those credentials, par¬ 
ticularly now.” 

So CicireDi hired Tom Wilson from 
within as interim DPS director 

But the episode boiled over Many 
residents called council members and 
urged them to restrain citizen speakers 
from attacking city employees and offi¬ 
cials. 

Apparently attempting to restore d- 
vDity, Pickering had Clerk Nancy Bona¬ 
parte read the speaking rules before citi¬ 
zens comments. He also told citizens 
that he would limit them to five consec¬ 
utive minutes instead of stopping the 
clock or extending speaking times for 
various reasons. 

City employee Mike Gould asked 
city council members to “not to make 
decisions based on a small group ... in¬ 
tent on buHyingyou.” 

? He urged the former recall workers 
to be civil and to give the new council 
members some breathing room 

“There’s enough hostility in the 
world,” said Gould. “I don’t need to see

In an effort to give an extra boost 
to Wayne-Westland district students, 
several after school programs have 
been implemented. 

At Jefferson Barnes, an after 
school program called Wednesday 
Wonders promotes new learning skills 
and gives students help with their 
homework. 

The classes are tutored by area 
high school students, members of 
Upward Bound from Wayne Memori¬ 
al High School, under the direction of 
Jan Tbmlinson.

PR position is bad ‘pub’ 


Excuse me if I am not the first one in 
line to welcome Stephen Jones to Romu¬ 
lus. 

Jones was hired last week as the PR Di¬ 
rector for the City of Romulus. The Farm¬ 
ington Hills-based Jones was approved by 
City Council with nary a question. Ditto 
his $100,000 ($50,000 a year) plus ex¬ 
penses contract. 

Now I’ve got nothing against Mr. Jones. 
I’ve never met him. But I do have a major 
concern with the whole idea of paying 
someone $50,000 a year to administer PR. 

My concern is two-fold. First, Romulus 
joins Canton as the only municipalities in 
Western Wayne that have a fulltime public 
relations persons. Other communities of 
similar size like Van Buren Township, the 
City of Inkster, or the City of Wayne, al¬ 
low their public servants to handle their 
own public relations. 

And so do much bigger communities 
like Westland. These communities which 
are three times the size of Romulus, allow 
the mayor and department heads to speak 
for themselves. 

Secondly, Jones was hired without the 
city soliciting competitive bids. Now 
some might say the city is actually saving 
the citizens money by not putting Jones on 
the payroll. The thought is if he were to be 
a fulltime employee he would receive the 
benefits that all city employees receive. 

Maybe so, but in my opinion, a contract 
employee should be a part of the bid 
process. If it were the same service might 
only cost $30,000 or maybe a person from

community 
might bid- 
someone 
more familiar 
with the area. 

But most importantly, I believe Romu¬ 
lus officials- both elected and appointed- 
will now use tliis position as an excuse not 
to talk to the press. We have already expe¬ 
rienced this. When reporter Stefanie Cara- 
no called to do a profile on the new recre¬ 
ation director she was referred to Jones. 
When she called Jones, he indicated it was 
his first day on the job and he needed to 
get his feet wet first, before releasing in¬ 
formation, and if we were to interview a 
department head he (meaning Jones) had 
to be present. 

I believe elected officials, most certainly, 
the mayor, and department heads have a 
civic duty to talk to the press. A PR person 
can be invaluable in providing background 
information or writing press releases. But 
that person should not be a substitute for 
the mayor or department heads. 

The City of Romulus only need look to 
the school system for PR guidance. The 
school system hired a former teacher, one 
who knows Romulus thru and thru, to 
write press releases, take photos, and visit 
the local newspapers on a weekly basis. 
Because of his efforts, this newspaper and 
others, now present interested readers with 
approximately double the school coverage 
they once had. ( 
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Reforms are often meaningless 


We are entering the season when 
roads begin to deteriorate as the 
temperature fluctuates between 
above and below freezing subjecting 
pavements to periods of expansion 
and contraction. The problem is 
likely to be worse this year; as a rela¬ 
tively mild winter has not produced 
any long periods of below freezing 
temperatures. 

The perception of pothole-dodg¬ 
ing motorists is that two things ex¬ 
acerbate the problem. One is the 
“substandard” material used to 
construct and repair roads. The 
other (by far the most prevalent 
perception) is the heavy truckloads 
permitted on Michigan roads and 
highways. 

Reform (change) in load restric¬ 
tions is on the way. Republican 
Representative Judson Gilbert n 
has introduced a bill (HB5337) in 
the State Legislature. The bill 
would apply to trucks carrying 
“agriculture” products, e.g. fertilizer, 
seed, equipment, produce or prod¬ 
uct, livestock and fuel (gasoline and 
diesel tankers). It would increase 
(that’s right, increase) the load limit 
by 9% from 73,280 pounds to 80,000 
pounds (35 tons). 

In the year 2000, the legislature 
passed a so-called “frost” bill that 



required lower load limits during 
the spring months of March 
through May. Loads are supposed 
to be reduced by 25% on concrete 
based roads and 35% on other types 
of roads during those months. How¬ 
ever; that law exempted “agricultur¬ 
al products” from the frost require¬ 
ment. The exemption was due to 
expire on April 1 of this year. 
Gilbert’s bill would extend the ex¬ 
emption. 

Federal regulations already au¬ 
thorize loads of up to 80,000 pounds 
on what is known as the National 
Truck Network (NTN) for inter¬ 
state shipment of agricultural prod¬ 
ucts. Truckers understandably con¬ 
sider Michigan’s lower limit an “in¬ 
convenience.” 

An analysis prepared for legisla¬ 
tors by House staff says, “This bill 
would remove this inconvenience 
by allowing heavier gross weight 
limits on local roads in the county 


road system. In addition, the bill 
would create an exemption for 
those who pick up and deliver agri¬ 
cultural commodities and fuel dur¬ 
ing the three-month reduced 
weight period governed by the ‘frost 
laws’.” 

The House Fiscal agency notes 
that the heavier vehicles on local 
roads would increase damage to lo¬ 
cal roads and thus increase local 
costs. It continues, “There appear 
to be no fiscal impacts on state or 
local revenue, or state costs. The 
bill’s effect on local costs cannot be 
determined at this time.” 

The bill is supported by; The 
Michigan Farm Bureau, Michigan 
Agribusiness Association; Con¬ 
sumer’s Energy, Michigan Trucking 
Association and the Michigan Mu¬ 
nicipal League. There is no orga¬ 
nized opposition. 

Assured that there would be no 
reductions in state revenue, or in¬ 
creases in state costs, the bill sailed 
through the Michigan House and 
was approved by a vote of 76 to 27. 
The State Senate Committee on 
Transportation and Tourism is now 
considering it. 

The lesson to be learned here is 
that “reform” only means change, 
for better or worse.

Presidents Day comes on the heels 
of Martin Luther King Day.

Workshops instructed teachers in 
fostering character education, raising 
strong confident daughters, an intro¬ 
duction to Islam, an introduction to 
Sikhism, generating respect for dis¬ 
abled students, and creating a safe at¬ 
mosphere for gay and lesbian stu¬ 
dents. 

This will be followed up this after¬ 
noon at Salem with a multicultural 
symposium, “Respecting Others New 
Hope Mentoring and Modeling Sym¬ 
posium.” 

According to the district, he pur¬ 
pose of this multicultural symposium 
is to help to identify racial and cultural 
actions and statements that my unin¬ 
tentionally hurt or offend others (as if 
politeness wouldn’t do). 

“We plan to give students, staff and 
community members the opportunity 
to share, listen to one another and to 
create opportunities to work together 
with an understanding of our ethnic 
and cultural differences,” said Deputy 
Superintendent Jim Ryan. 

The Symposium will assist in con¬ 
tinuing the open dialogue that began 
with the district’s Dr. Martin Luther 
King professional development day, 
he said. 

About the same time I learned of 
this nonacademic use of our schools 
to implement political beliefe, I came 
across “The Mighty River of Classics,” 
a speech by writer and scholar Camil- 
ia Paglia reprinted in Arion (online), 
that argues for replacing political mul¬ 
ticulturism for the real thing, world 
culture. 

According to her, world culture re¬ 
sembles a river. 

“In Samuel Thylor Coleridge’s po¬ 
em ‘Kubla Khan,’ one of the classic 
texts of English Romanticism, a ‘sa¬ 
cred river’ runs for miles, ‘meandering 



with a mazy motion’ through a par¬ 
adise realm and then falls down 
through caverns to ‘a sunless sea.’ The 
river continues underground, then 
reappears as a ‘mighty fountain,’ a 
geyser forced up with such power that 
boulders are tossed in the air like 
‘chaffy grain’ The river now runs over¬ 
land, only to fall again beneath the 
earth and disappear ... But despite 
constant prophecies of its extinction, 
it always reappears, forced up again 
with renewed power” 

According to Paglia, several factors 
— the 1960s cultural revolution, the 
Civil Rights Movement, New Age be¬ 
lies, and immigration — focused our 
culture almost exclusively on the pre¬ 
sent instead of our accumulated her¬ 
itage; 

“What poisoned the debate over 
educational reform, however was that 
so many of the proposals for multicul¬ 
tural change were explicitly political 
using a leftist frame of reference that 
polarized the campuses,” she said. 

Thousands of tested ideas and 
great works from world culture and 
history have been replaced by indoc¬ 
trination from do-gooders and well-in¬ 
tentioned social engineers. 

Thus in February, our culture, flow¬ 
ing from a great river that passed 
through China, Egypt, Greece, Rome, 
Timbuktu, and Venice is reduced to 
celebrating culture-less multicultural- 
ism. 

‘The grand sequence of the classi¬ 
cal tradition, which extends in various 
strands through the Middle Ages and 
Renaissance to the scientific Enlight¬ 
enment and modem era, is actually a 
master paradigm for how to structure 
an authentically multicultural curricu¬ 
lum on a global scale,” Paglia said. “All 
students abroad as well as in the US 
need to learn the general contours of 
the world’s m^jor artistic and cultural 
traditions.” 

The sacred river needs to once 
again reemerge into our schools, car¬ 
rying world humanity’s best ideas, 
art, history into our classrooms in¬ 
stead of lessons on how to behave to¬ 
ward a person of race A religion B, or 
sexC. 

That would be education, not poli¬ 
tics.
